Lacking in height, our basketball team got off on the wrong 
foot. This situation was not helped any when six foot five 
Mike Haycock had to quit due to an injury. However, we did 
improve as the season progressed.

The Atomettes have grown in stature and in wisdom since 
they first took to the fields and courts in 1954. In the course 
of establishing a strong girl’s physical education program, 
there emerged a talented nucleus of athletes. For those who 
qualified, there were interscolastic field hockey, basketball, and 
softball. Practices and games were scheduled in the afternoon 
after school. The success of the teams has been obvious. Over 
the five year period, 1954-59, the three teams have a better than 
50% record; each team has won or tied a championship in that 
time. The teams have grown from the small squads that were 
evident in 1954, to ones that necessitate ‘‘try-outs’” of two 
weeks in order to cut the large number of girls who come out. 
The schedule of games has been increased with the addition 
of new schools in the county, providing a six-week game 
schedule for both Varsity and Junior Varsity teams. 

Intramural offerings are still in a developmental stage since 
space is at a premium. However, volleyball intramurals in 1958 
claimed over 300 participants, with activity to a lesser degree 
in tennis and archery. 

Sportsdays are an integral part of the girl’s athletic program. 
Annandale teams have journeyed to McLean for a hockey 
sportsday, and to Wakefield for volleyball and basketball 
sportsdays. There are usually 8 to 10 area schools who attend 
these meets, which are held Saturday mornings. The events 
are for girls from physical education classes who-are not mem- 
bers of an interscholastic squad.

The boys sports program at Annandale has much to be 
proud of. Since 1954 the Atoms have captured four county 
championships in two different sports. In addition to that, 
several boys have won personal honors for themselves.

This event, along with 
other such opportunities, provides athletic participation for 
everyone. 

Yes, since 1954 Annandale sports have grown from an 
awkward football and basketball team to a school that now 
has a good track and gymnastic team in addition to the best 
football squad in Northern Virginia.
